Sensational New 


Lets You Hear Normal-like.... 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) 
-— Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey told Con- 
gress today a tax cut this year 
is “absolutely out of the ques- 
tion,” and said it was “perfect- 
ly idle” te speculate on pros- 
pects for 1958. 

Until] Government income and’ 
spending are adjusted to pro- 
vide a Treasury surplus, Hum- | 
phrey indicated that he foresaw 
no prospect of tax reduction 
before 1959. 

Humphrey, soon to step out 
of the Administration, present- 
ed his fiscal views to a Senate- 
House Economic subcommittee. 

Asked by chairman Wilbur D. 
Mills (Dem.), Arkansas, tc state 
“in all candor” whether the Ad- 
ministration proposes to recom- 
mend a tax reduction to Con- 
gress next year, Humphrey re- 
plied: “There are no such plans 
that I know of. My view is that 
a tax cut is absolutely out of 
the question this year and would 
be a great mistake.” 

As for next year, Humphrey 
said he did not know but said 
it would be “perfectly idle to | 
make plans for any tax reduc- 
tion at this time until we know 
much more about what next year 
is going to produce.” 

On Brundage Views. 

Asked to comment on a state- 
ment by Budget Director Per- 
cival F. Brundage that a cut in 
1959 was possible, Humphrey 
replied that “the weight of the 
evidence is certainly in that 
direction.” 

But Humphrey called it 
“mere speculation” to say when ,; 
a tax reduction can be made. 

Humphrey was asked whether 
Congress would be asked to 
raise the debt limit again. The 
statutory ceiling on the debt is | 
275 billion dollars but there is 
now a “temporary” ceiling of 
278 billions. 

He replied he hoped not, say- | 
ing: “We're still hoping we're 
not going to have to ask for an 
increase, but it’s a very tight 
thing. We're on very narrow 
ground.” | 

On economic prospects, Hum- 
phrey said the nation can look 
forward “to a continuing period 
of high prosperity” if Govern- 
ment spending is controlled and 
“runaway inflation” is prevent- 


ed. 

He said he hoped that there 
would be no further increase 
in inflationary pressures. “We're 
working days, nights and Sun-, 
days to prevent it,” he said. | 

Regret on Departure. 

When Humphrey finished his 
testimony, Mills told him that | 
Congress “will greatly regret | 
you are leaving.” 

“We hope that your absence 
will be only temporary and that 
they will find some way to 
bring you back.” : 

Expressing his thanks, Hum- 
phrey said he had not seen eye | 
to eye with some members of 
Congress, but that his relations 
“have .been very constructive | 
and for the benefit of the 
country.” 

As he has before, Humphrey | 
said he believes present tax 
rates are too high, but that “no 
general tax reduction should be 
considered at the present time.” 

Humphrey warned against 
what he called ill-considered | 
“meat-ax slashing of the 
budget.” 

He said actual spending in 
the coming fiscal year cannot 
be reduced by billions of dol- | 
lars without danger to the na- | 
tional security or a modifica. | 
tion of existing federal pro- | 
grams. | 

_ “It is not the size of any par- 
ticular budget which is ye 
paramount concern,” he said. It | 
is control of the upward march | 
of total Government spending 
which is of greatest importance | 
to all of us on a long-run basis.” | 
Long-Term Savings. 

Humphrey went on to say that 
the biggest budget problem is | 
one of obtaining long-term sgav- | 
ings, and noted that with the 
end of the 1957 fiscal year this 
month the Government has in 
prospect a balanced budget for 
three consecutive years “for the 
first time in more than 25 
years.” 

“If we are successful in prop- 
erly controlling the size and | 
spending of government, we can 
look forward to a continuing 
period of high prosperity for 
our country,” he said. 

“A major ingredient in this 
high prosperity is the confi- 
dence of the American people 
—confidence in themselves, in 
each other and, of fundamental

$516,000 for Holidays 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A majority of the St. Louis Board 
of Education has just approved a 
new schedule of paid holidays and 
paid vacations for most of the non- 
teaching employes. - 

This new schedule calls for 10 
paid holidays, and paid vacations of 
22 working days—which means more 
than four calendar weeks of vaca- 
tion. 

There is no differential for length 
of employment: Full vacations are 
given after only one year’s service. 

The new schedules go far beyond 
those prevailing for similar jobs in 
this area. For example, maintenance 
and custodial employes in the Build- 
ing Service Union have six paid hol- 
idays, and five days’ vacation after 
one year’s service. 

The new schedules will cost a 
total of $516,000. 

Our school tax money is being 
wasted, which is bad enough, but 
this is particularly unjustifiable 
when there is still the urgent need 
for teachers and classrooms.

The current hassle about the ef- 
fects of fallout from H-bomb tests 
is obscuring another facet of radio- 
activity that in the not-distant future 
may assume even more dangerous 
proportions. I refer to the disposal 
of waste from peacetime use of 
atomic power. 

Atomic plants generating electric 
power are to be constructed in many 
Tocalities. Wherever atomics are used 
there will be radioactive waste, It 
will last for many years. It can’t be 
siphoned off into streams to drain 
Thto oceans. 

The question arises as to whether 
private companies would really care 
what became of these waste products. 


As it is now, they have declared 
it impossible to secure adequate pri- 
vate insurance on these installations 
and have called upon the Govern- 
ment to insure them against loss in 
casé of catastrophe. 


This is not ah indictment of atom- 
% power. We need it, It is essen- 
tial to our continued progress and 
our exploration into the workings of 
nature. 

However, I think all exploitation 
of the atom and all atomic materials 
should remain in the hands of the 
various governments, whose respon- 
sibilities, in the final’ analysis, are 
to the people. It should not be 
placed in the hands of those, whose 
primary concern is profit.

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Looking to August 6 

The Citizens’ Charter Committee has begun to 
organize for the final and decisive battle of the 
long, difficult Charter campaign. The showdown 
will occur Aug. 6 when the Charter is submitted 
directly to the people. Judging by its content, 
it deserves overwhelming approval; judging by 
the wide popular support for the Freeholders 
who drafted it, it will be approved. But only 
after a fight. 

Between now and Aug. 6 the Charter cam- 
paign is likely to grow very warm indeed. The 
ward politicians of both parties and their allies 
among the AFL business agents—those who 
have been anti-Charter and anti-Mayor Tucker 
all along—are girding for a last stand. 

The main issue of the campaign promises to 
revolve around the 7-7-1 plan for aldermanic 
representation, principally because it touches 
some opponents where they are most sensitive. 
Since the plan is intended to put the community- 
wide view on equal footing with the neighhor- 
hood view, it undoubtedly will cut into the pow- 
ers of ward committeemen and aldermen. Natu- 
rally they object. But the question for the voter 
is: Which is more important, the good of St. 
Louis or the good of a politician? 

~ od > 

Apart from the 7-7-1 plan, of which we. will 
have some more to say as the campaign progres- 
ses, the Charter contains many important and 
worthwhile reforms. One that is especially per- 
tinent now would compel the Aldermen to act 
more responsibly in their budget deliberations. 

This provides in effect that if the Aldermen 
fail to approve both a new budget and the funds 
to finance it by the last day of the previous 
fiscal year, then the previous year’s budget 
would prevail until they did act. At the moment, 
St. Louis has neither a budget nor a sure tax 
program despite the fact the fiscal is some two 
months old. 

If the proposed Charter rule were in force 
now it would have compelled the Aldermen to 
choose between taking the responsibility for re- 
duced city services and wholesale city layoffs, 
or acting to save services and jobs. 

The new Charter abolishes the existing three- 
member Board of Estimate and centers respon- 
sibility for proposing city budgets in the Mayor. 
This is a real gain. In the past, some members 
of the Board of Estimate have not always been 
sympathetic to an individual Mayor's spending 
program and have tried to sabotage it. 

Improved machinery for controlling the rate 
of municipal spending also is given the Mayor. 
And the Board of Aldermen would be expressly 
prohibited from indulging in deficit financing. 

* . * 

Fiscal matters aside, one section of the new 
Charter that will appeal to many citizens is the 
proposed new Department of Traffic Engineer- 
ing and Control. The director would be a recog- 
nized traffic expert. He would initiate all traffic 
regulations after consultation with a Traffic 
Commission and after public hearings. 

The Board of Aldermen would enjoy the right 
to veto these regulations—but only after they 
had been in effect six months. The Aldermen 
would have no power to initiate traffic rules. 
Thus traffic control in St. Louis would be torn 
from the hands of aldermanic amateurs and as- 
signed to a professional traffic engineer. 

Reform of the City Courts (police courts), 
creation of an independently-elected Auditor as 
a municipal watchdog and streamlining of de- 
partments in the executive branch for improved 
operational efficiency are among other notable 
improvements that would be brought about by 
the Charter. St. Louis needs all of these gains. 
It can obtain them at the polls Aug. 6. 
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For the Ballot in Illinois 


A committee of the Illinois House has recom- 
mended adoption of a proposed Constitutional 
amendment for election of Governor and other 
state officers in non-Presidential election years. 
This is a worthwhile reform designed to prevent 
state personalities and state issues from being 
overshadowed by events in the national arena. 

Introduced by Representative Samuel H. Sha- 
piro of Kankakee, the measure would be sub- 
mitted to the people if it gets through the Leg- 
islature, as it certainly deserves to. It is a pity 
that the Missouri General Assembly closed up 
shop before adopting a similar plan for this 
state. The Illinois Legislature will serve the 
best interests of its people by providing them 
an opportunity to express their will at the polls 
on this desirable reform.

By Their Royal Leave 

When Queen Elizabeth of England, accom- 
panied by Prince Philip, her husband, comes to 
visit the United States in October, we trust the 
warmth of the welcome will be tempered by a 
lively desire not to wear her out. 

This has been a pretty busy year; they have 
already visited France, Denmark and Portugal; 
and Lord Beaverbrook’s Express has it that the 
Queen would really rather have put off the 
visit, as she’s only going to have to pop right 
back over for the opening of the St. ‘Lawrence 
Seaway after next year, anyhow—but presstires 
were applied to have her put a little royal ce- 
ment on Anglo-American relations, and now. 

Those planning the details hope the Queen 
and Prince can get ready for a day of complete 
rest during their stay in Washington. 

We hope so, too, but as a practical matter a 
cat would have a far better chance of looking at 
a Queen than a Queen would have of looking at 
a secluded nook during a state visit to our na- 
tion’s capitol. Even ordinary people like Senators 
find life iA Washington some what exhausting. 

But if the visiting royalty do find a place 
where they can get away from it all, we have a 
suggestion which may serve them in good stead. 
Better not go by automobile, nor yet by helicop- 
ter—sometimes it attracts attention. Our ad- 
vice would be to tip-toe out quietly whenever 
they think they mightn't be noticed, and pull the 
door to ever so gently behind them. 
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Victory for the Public Atom 

Thanks to Missouri's Representative Clarence 
Cannon, the Atomic Energy Commission has 
been brought under the control of Congress as 
never before. It must henceforth obtain author- 
ization from Congress before it can build or 
help private industry b@ild atomic-electric 
power plants. 

Chairman Lewis L. Strauss has not been dis- 
posed to take orders from Congress, Last year 
when a bill was introduced “directing” the com- 
mission to build large-scale atomic power plants, 
he responded haughtily, “That is the kind of 
expression you use to your valet.” Nonetheless, 
Chairman Cannon of the House Appropriations 
Committee whipped the AEC chairman into ac- 
cepting congressional direction by use of that 
powerful knout, the purse-string. 

AEC had been subsidizing private atomic 
power plants with no more authorization from 
Congress than a clause providing a few excep 
tions from a general bar on subsidy. Chairman 
Cannon thought this a questionable practice, 
and so it was. Now that Congress has regained 
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the hold on the AEC which it never should have 
lost, perhaps it may be able to prod the agency 
into building a few large public atomic-plants 
instead of exclusively subsidizing private ones. 
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Geiger Counters in the Urals? 
The important thing that Nikita Khrushchev 
said in his Helsinki press conference referred to 
the establishment of ground inspection posts in 
the Soviet Union, the United States, Britain and 
other countries. : 
The Soviets had proposed such “key point” 


inspection in connection with conventional dis-’ 


armament plans before. What is new is Khrush- 
chev’s linking of it with an agreement to bar 
nuclear weapons testing. He said the Russians 
are Willing -to agree to such inspection posts if 
this would facilitate the conclusion of a pact 
barring nuclear tests. 

Moscow may’ or may not stand behind these 
words when put to the proof. The United States 
and Britain ought to find out at once how seri- 
ously the offer is to be taken. For if the Rus- 
sians mean what Khrushchev said, the way 
should be open to remove the last objections to 
an immediate agreement suspending tests of the 
largest nuclear weapons. 

Although much scientific testimony has been 
given to the effect that an explosion of any of 
the larger weapons can be detected anywhere 
in the world, some experts claim to fear that 
the Russians might, with their great expanses 
of Siberian territory, be able to conduct tests in 
violation of a ban, and escape detection. The 
establishment of international inspection posts 
would eliminate even this remote possibility. 
The inspectors could be equipped with radiation 
detection apparatus, and so would provide an 
additional means of checking on compliance. 

If the Russians are sincerely willing thus to 
permit the monitoring of nuclear radiation on 
their own soil, that would argue rather per- 
suasively that they intend to live up to an agree- 
ment curtailing nuclear testing. If at some fu- 
ture time they belied that intention, the 
inspection posts within Russia as well as our 
own intelligence and detection facilities would 
surely give warning of a violation. 

Khrushchev’s remarks on disarmament inspec- 
tion in general were interpreted by the Associ- 
ated Press as a “spurning” of Western proposals 
but they can also be interpreted as arguing for 
making a start in disarmament without waiting 
for establishment of a full-blown international 
control system. This is now American policy 
too. An end to super-testing, verified by key- 
point inspection tests, would be an excellent 
place to make the start. 
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A Resolution of Hypocrisy 

Senator Margaret Chase Smith shows more 
consistency than her masculine colleagues in re- 
fusing to sign a resolution praising the late 
Senator Joseph McCarthy. Mrs. Smith is the 
only member of the Government Operations 
Committee who refuses to sign. 

Perhaps this was to be expected. The Senator 
from Maine also was one of the first Senators 
to stand against McCarthyism when, in her 
famous “declaration of conscience” of 1950, she 
struck against “the four horsemen of calumny— 
fear, ignorance, bigotry and smear.”. 

Now Senator McCarthy’s allies are trying to 
clear his name, and Senator Smith is on solid 
ground in refusing to help them. It may be 
customary for a committee to vote condolences 
when a member dies, but it is certainly not cus- 
tomary for a committee to vote extravagant 
praise for a Senator who was censured by the 
Senate three years before his death. 

Senator Smith has given a pointed lesson to 
Senators Symington of Missouri, Jackson of 
Washington, Humphrey of Minnesota, and 
Ervin of North Carolina, who was on the select 
committee that voted censure in 1954. 


The resolution of praise is unnecessary and - 


hypocritical. Senator Smith should not be alone 
in refusing to lend her name to it.

Mayflower II and Jamestown 

It is too bad that two such old friends as 
Massachusetts and Virginia are a bit cool with 
each other. The trouble has nautical roots. The 
Mayflower II, a replica of the ship that carried 
the Pilgrims to Plymouth 337 years ago, has 
been appearing on many a front page. As a re- 
sult of its 53-day Atlantic crossing, this perhaps 
somewhat impudent cockleshell has eclipsed Vir- 
ginia’s elaborate program in observance of the 
350th anniversary of the landing of the first 
English colonists at Jamestown. 

But Virginia should not blame Massachusetts. 
A small group of Englishmen conceived the 
Mayflower II idea, built the ship over there, sent 
it on its way and are going to donate it to the 
American people as a permanent memorial at 
Plymouth. If there is any fault it may lie partly 
with the people of the Old Dominion. Although 
they: built replicas of the Susan Constant, God- 
speed and Discovery they did not sail them over 
from England. They didn’t even get them out 
in time to be photographed with the British air- 
craft carrier, Ark Royal, as it arrived for the 
international naval review at Norfolk, Va. But 
the Mayflower somehow managed to be photo- 
graphed with the Ark Royal in the background. 

There is a chance for the Jamestown three- 
ship flotilla. The Mayflower II soon will set 
sail for New York where it will be on exhibition. 
The Susan Constant, Godspeed and Discovery 
could lie in wait for her, board her, clap the 
crew in irons and take her down to Jamestown 
to be exhibited as a captured prize. That should 
draw the crowds—and assuage injured pride. 
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An Employment Mystery 

Commerce and Labor Department figures on 
our national economy present a mystery of sorts. 
Non-farm employment was at a record high in 
May, and total unemployment remained at the 
relatively low level of 2,175,000. Yet factory em- 
ployment declined for the fifth successive 
month, until the number of production_ workers 
is now near the average for 1947. 

In short, nearly everything has grown in our 
economy, but not basic industrial employment. 
Why is that? 

The Government figures shed little light, be- 
yond pointing to matching employment gains in 
sales, research, construction and service activi- 
ties. Evidently more men are going into buying 
and selling and entertainment and other activi- 
ties made possible by this machine civilization, 
and fewer are running the machines. 

So it appears that automation may be having 
its effect, not only in cutting down factory em- 
ployment, but in releasing men from machine- 
tending for other endeavors. This has been 
true in Detroit where, too, the auto manufactur- 
ers have lately-cut back production somewhat 
because sales were less than anticipated. 

If automation is a partial explanation of the 
employment trends, it is not a cause for concern 
at the moment. The use of machines to free 
men for other, more human and more gainful 
work is a valid purpose for automation, if it 
works out. As long as total employment is high, 
it seems to be working.

Experience with educational TV in St. Louis indicates it 
supplements rather than supplants classroom teaching; KETC 
; adds force to education but educators do not put primary 
reliance on it; expect more help from TV as their task grows.

Every week 135,000 St. Louis chil- 
dren watch television as a part of their 
school day. 

To them, educational television is a 
break in the day and a chance to learn 
something new from the familiar big- 
eyed box. To the teachers, principals, 
parents and foundation experts, educa- 
tional television is many more things, 
some of them mutually exclusive. 


Parents trying to break the hold of 
that fascinating set in the living room 
view with resentment the intrusion of 
TV into the hitherto safe schoolroom. 
Many teachers fear the. prospect of 
mechanized instruction. 


School superintendents are wonder- 
ing whether educational television is 
really a panacea—or only a cousin of 
educational films, educational radio and 
portable exhibits of stuffed owls and 
anthills. 


Educators are realizing that televised 
instruction is generally soundest when 
it supplements, rather than supplants, 
classroom teaching. 


Television classes in St. Louis orig- 
inate from the low U-shaped headquar- 
ters of KETC, a nonprofit corporation 
tucked into a corner of the Washington 
University campus. One of the pio- 
neers in the field of educational tele- 
vision, KETC, founded in 1954, pre- 
sents everything from second-grade 
spelling through college calculus, as 
well as a wide range of public-service 
programs, 


TV vs. the Blackboard 


The success of Bill Martin Jr., a pro- 
fessional storyteller, indicates that tele- 
vision can win youngsters to books as 
well as steal them away from them. 
Each week Martin narrates a chapter 
from a book. At the end of the show 
he invites the children to read the rest 
of the book. At first he suggested 
only one book a program. Libraries re- 
ported disappointed young patrons be- 
cause of heavy demand. Now Martin 
recommends several titles at a time 
and they are kept in constant circula- 
tion. 

The schools’ biggest test of televi- 
sion was concluded recently under a 
$95,000 grant from the Fund for the 
Advancement of Education, an off- 
shoot of the Ford Foundation. Some 
535 students watched ninth-grade Eng- 
lish and general science lessons for a 
semester and 257 students watched 
second-grade spelling lessons for two 
semesters. Their grades were matched 
individually with, those of pupils of 
equal ability studying these subjects in 
the traditional way. 

Objective tests indicated that tele- 
vision students learned as much as or 
slightly more than pupils taught in the 
traditional blackboard fashion. Dozens 
of experiments elsewhere agree with 
this finding. 


Socrates’ Teaching Device 


Earl R. Herminghaus, who conducted 
the testing, was careful to note, “Effec- 
tive teaching involves intangibles that 
are not capable to being measured 
objective tests.”’

Significantly, 44 per 
_ cent of the TV science students and 


are not being built according to the 
Fund’s recommendations, with coaxial 
cables and antenna lines, special tele- 
vision studios, and built-in TV sets in 
every room. Television, like other audio- 
visual teaching aids, is currently pro- 
viding the hors d’oeuvres, not the meat 
and potatoes of education. 

The buoyant chiefs of KETC are not 
discouraged by this limited use of 
television in elementary and secondary 
schools. They are boasting of the suc- 
cess of a televised freshman mathe- 
matics course of Washington University. 


Lectures are televised three times a 
day. In addition, the department main- 
tains a study room seven hours a day 
where instructors answer questions for 
pupils needing help. 

Of the 475 students taking the course, 
20 per cent earned “A” and 26 per cent 
“B” in the January examination. Last 
year students took the same course by 
attending daily lectures in small groups, 
and only 12 per cent received “A” and 
18 per cent “B.” 


‘Junior College of the Air’? 


Although Prof. Ross R. Middlemiss is 
appreciative of KETC’s aid in solving 
a tough problem of supply and demand, 
he doesn’t believe TV is primarily re- 
sponsible for higher grades. Instead, 
he credits improved course organiza- 
tion. The universities are still inter- 
ested in offering longer courses when 
the station’s currently limited amount 
of evening time permits. 


Instead of offering courses, they are 
trying to provide indirect education for 
slightly larger groups. “Magazine of 
the Air” takes televiewers on informal 
tours of different realms of knowledge 
with St. Louis University professors. 
Washington University is sponsoring a 
series on problems of metropolitan de- 
velopment in the spreading St. Louis 
area. 


For more than a year the Fund for 
the Advancement of Education tried 
to get the schools to offer required 
freshman and sophomore courses on 
television in order to provide a degree- 
granting “Junior College of the Air.” 
Both universities balked at the idea 
of asking several thousand students to 
risk their education to test the validity 
of Fund assumptions. Prominent fac- 
ulty members protested strongly. As 
a result the schools turned their backs 
on a prospective six-year grant of about 
$500,000. 


A Look Toward the Future 


Currently KETC is negotiating with 
the Fund to support a less ambitious 
program for voluntary use of television 
to teach freshman and sophomore 
courses. This scaled-<iown proposal is 
-more likely to attract the support of 
eolleges and universities in the area. 


Although the immediate uses of edu- 
cational television in St. Louis are lim- 
ited, its leaders remain confident of a 
bright future. They readily cite sta-

The Senate rejected the first 
attempt to cut money author- 
izations in the bill after defeat- 
ing, 55 to 34, an earlier amend-

Senator Russell Lang (Dem.), 
Louisiana, offered both amend- | 
ments and planned a later at- 
tempt to cut $800,060,000 from

Long’s move to limit the au-

Administration to come back | 
next year for new authority to | 
continue the program. 

Supporting this amendment 
were 20 Democrats and 14 Re- 
publicans, Against it were 26 
Democrats and 29 Republicans. 

The Senate leadership of 
both parties remained out- 
wardly confifent of keeping 
the sums in the bill substan- 
tially intact. Democratic Lead- 
er Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas 
predicted final action by night- 
fall. ; 

Attack by Jenner. 

Senator William C. Jenner 
(Rep.), Indiana, attacked the 
whole program as a device to 
“waste more and more” mil- 
lions on “nations that care 
nothing for us and little about 
blocking the Communist on- 
slaught.” 

Jenner said the United States 
“ts mortgaged to the hilt,” and 
added: “The debt of the United 
States is more than double the 
combined debt of 12 European 
nations which we are helping. 
If we cannot reduce our debt 
now, how will we finance an- 
other war?” 

Senator Richard L. Neuber- 
gér (Dem.), Oregon, taking a 
position at variance from that 
of his colleague, Senator Wayne 
Morse (Dem.), Oregon, lined up 
firmly in support of the bill. 

Neuberger questioned what 
he described as “concentrated 
attacks against mutual security 
with money while accepting a 
policy of commiting our soldiers, 
sailors and airmen to remote 
and distant bases.” 

- “If leaders of our nation are 
willing to stake their reputa- 
tions on the efficacy of foreign 
aid, I am not going to eliminate 
that aid and commit some young 
American to. military duty Mm a 
distant land where our Presi- 
dent or Secretary of State con- 
tend that aid may be neces- 
sary,” Neuberger said.

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EAST GERMANY, | 
POLAND MENDING 
HERRELATINS

BERLIN, June 14—Intense 
negotiations to mend relations | 
between Poland and East Ger-| 
many are underway and fairly 
far-reaching economic agree- 
ments have already been 
achieved. 

A Polish Government delega- | 
tion will visit East on 


later this month. Whether it 
will be led by Polish Commu- 
nist Party Secretary Wladyslaw 
Gomulka or by President 
Joseph Cyrankiewicz appears 
still undecided. It may depend 
on whether the East German 
Government is ready to extend 
reconciliation from the economic 
and diplomatic fields to the 
ideologicai one. | 

Most of the new agreements | 
are economic. It is learned | 
informed circles in East Berlin | 
that East Germany will give | 
Poland a  $100,000,000 loan, | 
earmarked for an extension of 
the Polish soft coal mining in- 
dustry. This would be a little 
more than the total aid to 
Poland now promised by the 
United States. 

With this loan and the help | 
of East German experts, Polish | 
soft coal production is to be} 
stepped up from its present | 
5,000,000 tons to 30,000,000 tons | 
a year. In return, Poland is| 
to resume hard coal exports to) 
East Germany at the pre-Octo- | 
ber 1956 level. 

Economic Commission. 

A mixed economic commis- | 
sion is to be formed to co-ordi- | 
nate Polish and East German | 
planning and sponsor joint pro-| 
duction undertakings, especial- 
ly for exports. Since a similar 
commission was set up last au- 
tumn between East Germany | 
and Czechoslovakia, and recent- | 
ly agreed on between Poland | 
and Czechoslovakia, this fore- | 
shadows a gradual integration | 
of the economies of the three | 
chief industrial countries of | 
eastern Europe. 

While economic agreement 
seems to be virtually complete, 
politically it is still uncertain 
whether agreement will go be- | 
yond a reaffirmation of the im- | 
mutability of the Oder-Neisse 
frontier and of mutual loyalty | 
to the Warsaw Pact. | 

The Poles would like to re- | 
ceive an explicit East German | 
friendly acknowledgement of | 
their special road to socialism, | 
but the East Germans are re- 
luctant to go so far, not only | 
for reasons of prestige — they | 
have been the loudest public | 
critics of the Polish develop- | 
ments after October 1956—but | 
also for fear of internal reper- 
cussions. 

Applause for Polish liberali- | 
zation would go ill with the 
present attempts of the East | 
German Government to rebuild 
the Iron Curtain by barring | 
travel to West Germany for 
students and other young peo- | 
ple. But even if ideological | 
differences should remain un- 
resolved, there seems to be no 
doubt that the breach of last 
autumn will be repaired and 
economic and diplomatic co- 
operation between Poland .and 
East Germany resumed. 

West German Policy. | 

Part of the reason for this | 
reconciliation between Warsaw 
and East Berlin must be looked 
for in West German policy 
toward Poland. All the tenta- 
tive moves in Bonn for an im- 
provement of West German- 
Polish relations, which at one 
time seemed to have the sym- |

Says 1929 Banking System 


By HUGH L. 
WASHINGTON, D.C. (INS)— 
Housing economist Robinson 
Newcomb believes that avail- 
able money will finance only 
about 900,000 new homes this 
year although there is a demand 
for at least 1,200,000. 


Newcomb says “a little imagi- 
nation and possibly very little 
legislation” could help channel 
into home mortgages the in- 
creasing flow of savings that 
go to restricted pension and in- 
vestment funds, and meet this 
demand. 


The trouble, according to the 
economist, is that a 1929 bank- 
ing system is not capable of 
meeting a 1957 demand for new 
homes. 

“Most families are well 
enough housed now so they can 
choose between buying a bet- 
ter home, getting a bigger auto- 
mobile, taking a more expensive 
trip or improving their house,” 
Newcomb states. 

Housing Is Competitive. 

In other words, he explains, 
housing is competitive with 
other consumer goods — but 
housing alone is blocked by an 
“iron curtain” around ilong- 
term credit institutions and by 
a Government-controlled inter- 
est rate which reduces produc- 
tion instead of costs. 

By his reasoning, these two 
restrictions have cut back new 
home construction from 1,300,- 
000 in 1955 to a current annual 
rate of 900,000, although there 
is a strong demand for at least 
1,200,000 a year. 

Newcomb maintains the ad-

Although several proposals 
have been advanced, each gen- 
erally calls for a private or 
Government-aided agency that 
would operate in much the same 
manner as the Federal National 
Mortgage Association which is 
limited to federal-backed home 
mortgages. 

It would buy up mortgages 
from primary lenders and sell 
them in blocks to big investors. 
Operating capital would be ob- 
tained by issuing debentures to 
the big funds which do not buy 
mortgages. 

The Federal Home Loan Bank 
board is putting the final 
touches on a slightly different 
agency, one that would broad- 
en operations of the savings 
and loan associations which fi- 
nance 40 per cent of all home 


purchases by conventional as 
well as Government backed 
mortgages.

—Supporters of President 
Eisenhower's civil rights bill 
failed today in an attempt to 
knock out, on a parliamentary 
point, an amendment to require 
jury trials in civil rights con- 
tempt cases. 

The House then plunged into 
debate or the issue, the key 
controversy in the civil rights 
struggle. : 

Southerners, with some help 
from outside their section, are 
trying to amend the bili to re- 
quire that when civil rights in- 
junctions are obtained under its 
provisions, no one accused of 
violating them could be pun- 
ished except on conviction by 
a jury. 

Two surprise moves came in 
rapid succession as the House 
opened the jury trial debate. 

The first was that the j 
trial amendment was off , 
not by a Southerner, but by an 
Illinois Republican, Represen- 
tative Russell W. Keeney. 

Representative Emanuel Cel- 
ler of New York, principal 
Democratic manager of the bill, 
sprang the second unheralded 
move by asking that the amend- 
ment be ruled out of order as 
not sufficiently related to the 
main body of the bill. 

Celler Overruled. 

After extensive debate, Rep- 
resentative Aime J. Forand 
(Dem.), Rhode Island, presid- 
ing, held that the amendment 
would provide a restriction on 
procedures set up by the bill 
and therefore was germane. He 
denied Celler’s motion. 

Keeney said that as the bill 
is written, the United States is 
complainant, prosecutor and 
judge “and just to be sure the 
defendant gets convicted, they 
strip him of his right on trial 
by jury.” 

As drawn, the bill would per- 
mit a federal court judge to is- 
sue an injunction, and then to 
jail or otherwise punish any- 
one he found guilty of violat- 
ing it. 

Propanents say such pro- 
cedure is common in injunction 
proceedings, and is necessary to 
uphold the power of the courts. 
Jury trials in the South, they 
contend, would result in acquit- 
tal of persons charged with con- 
tempt of court for violation of 
civil rights injunctions.

Are 'Wild' Animals 
At Home in Cage?

AY ATURAL scientists frequently warn animal-lov- 
3 ing laymen against the sin of anthropomorphism. 
i“ In the sense used here, this $20 word simply 
© means attributing to animals the characteristics of 
human beings. This 
sin has never seemed 
to me very great, 
unless carried to the 
point of sentimental 
mawkishness as it 
sometimes is. If it 
leads us, on the oth- 
er hand, to some 
understanding of the 
Schweitzerian “rev- 
erence for life,” it 
may be justified. 
More than this; it 
seems only fair to 
point out that prac- 
tically all animals 
have characteristics 
which are unique to 
me€=C themselves as indi- 

’ viduals, others which 
(= they have in com- 

~ mon with most mem- 


bers of their partic. 
ular species, and still othérs which are common to 


all animals, And since man is a “higher animal,” it 
follows that he has many characteristics in common 
‘with other members of the animal kingdom, The 
. Urge to procreate and the reactién to immediate 
hunger might be given as examples of such char- 
acteristics. | 

In spite of being on the side of the angels—or 
the anthropomorphists—in this debate, I find myself 
taking mild issue with an anthropomorphic scientist. & 
; Dr. William Mann, for 30 years the distinguished 
5. director of the National Zoological Park in Wash- 
ington, has recently written an article for National 
Geographic magazine, In it he apparently reaches 
the conclusion that if animals in captivity are not 
actually “happy,” they are at least content. The very 
word “wild,” he indicates, is synonymous. with “fear.” 
The wild animal lives a life of fear: of enemies, of 
starvation, for its young, of invasion of its chosen 
living space. Remove fear—gave it a cell where it 
is “safe”—and the animal is content. If it paces its 
cage, this is becatise it needs exercise or wants to 
work off excess energy, 
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THIRTY YEARS is a very long time to observe 
animals of many different species in cages—from the 
{ Viewpoint of a director of a great zoo, And I feel 
4. certain that Dr. Mann must also have spent much 
; time observing many of these animals in the wild 

state. What he has to say therefore lends itself not 
_80 much to criticism as to philosophical speculation. 
_ First of all, it seems to me that such terms as “fear 
of invasion,” “fear of starvation,” “content,” “to get 
exercise” are at best highly anthropomorphic. More- 
Over, I am sure that there are a great many serious 
Observers of animals in the natural state who would 
content that the proper connotation for the word 
“wild” as it applies to animals is not “fear’—but 
“free.” And it seems to me to follow that if an 
animal can actually sense “fear of starvation” or 
“contentment,” it can also sense “freedom” as con- 
-trasted to “captivity.”

CARRYING THIS SPECULATION a little fur- 
ther, it would seem that all of these things are human 
~@naracteristics. Man knows insecurity in the face 
of an unfathomable universe, of hunger, of danger 
to his offspring, of scientific discoveries which hold 
the power to poison his bone and blood, cause muta- 
tions among his offspring. and wipe him and all life 
from the earth. Does it follow that to put him in 
~& Secure cage, feed him twice a day and teach him 
few tricks to perform on Wednesday and Saturday 
Il do away with all his fears and make him happy 
d contented? Somehow I doubt it. 
There is more to life—even the life of the most 
id wild animal—than fear. There is more to con- 
. tment and happiness—even for wild animals—than 
the safety provided by a cage or a cell or the minis- 

trations of the most benevolent dictator. Many men 
die rather than submit to such “safety”—and many 
“ wild animals die rather than submit to total loss of 
freedom and the happy, contented life of the zoo. 

A day or two ago as I waded down an Ozark 
creek with my fly rod, I looked up to see a mature 
doe standing on the bank perhaps 10 yards away. 
Her attitude indicated curiosity; idle curiosity, since 
efter she had looked her fill, she turned away. I 
whistled sharply and this time she turned with long 

pointed my way, but with no sign of alarm. 
Moving slowly, I arched a fly toward the bank and 
She watched the “splat” as it hit the water. No fear 
here, certainly. She moved up the bank, waited as I 
followed at my slower pace, and finally wandered 
‘off upstream out of my sight. Even though, as I 
suspect, she had a fawn hidden not too far away— 
this doe showed a remarkable lack of any sense of 
insecurity in the face of life.

ALONG WITH THE WHITE-TAIL DEER, we 
think of the cottontail rabbit as one of the most 
timid and insecure of all wild creatures. Yet I have & 
seen a rabbit unconcernedly nibbling clover on the & 
lawn within a dozen feet of where one of our Irish & 
setters lay sleeping—and even thump its feet at the 
dog. Perhaps birds are less sentient than mammals 
—although who knows?’ Yet_many elements were 
more apparent in the make-up of the bird than fear:

The Fearsome Phobias 


HE topic for today is pho- 
bias—those fears which, in 
greater or less degree, 
haunt all of us. Are you fear- 
ful of high places?

NE of the many troubles 
0 with this world is that there 

is too much of the wrong 
kind of dirt in the wrong places. 
One of the wrong places for 
this wrong sort of dirt is the 
outside of your home. 

Many of us today live in areas 
where it doesn’t take very long 
for # freshly painted house to 
become sort of dingy from the 
soot and dirt thrown off by in- 
dustrial plants and maybe even 
by the neighbor's poorly ad- 
justed oil burner. The solution 
to this problem is to give the 
house a good washing. 

Ordinary dirt can be removed 
from the house siding with plain 
water tossed out from a garden 
hose, but oily film usually re- 
quires a little scrubbing with 
our friend tri-sodium phosphate. 

A good wayrto do this job is 
with a brush attachment that 


can be fitted to the garden 


hose. Mix up a solution of tri- 
sodium phosphate and water 
and start scrubbing it over the 
dirty siding with a fiber brush. 
Start at the bottom of the wall 
and work up. When you've fin- 


ished one area, go over it with 
the garden hose and attachment 


brush to remove the dirt loos- | 
ened by the tri-sodium phos- | 
phate and then rinse the entire 


area with the spray. It’s import- 
ant to do a good rinse job be- 
cause the tri-sodium phosphate 
will soften up the paint film if 
you allow it to remain for a 
length of time. 


Most house washing experts 
suggest starting at the bottom 
‘and working up because this 
prevents water dripping over 
the soiled portion of the work 
and leaving dirty streaks. Dirty 
water washing over a cleaned 
area won't discolor and can 
easily be rinsed away with a 
garden spray.

Like “The Great Man,” this picture exposes the vicious 
personal side of a famous TV star, but, instead of doing it 
in retrospect, as did the first film, it studies the man him- 
self and his fantastic rise. It does this brilliantly and con- 
vincingly. You can understand why Lonesome Rhodes be- 
came an overnight sensation. As explosively played by 
Andy Griffith, the new star who first came to prominence 
in the play, “No Time for Sergeants,” he has an overpower- 
ing magnetism, an aggressive charm, an uncanny ability to 
insinuate himself into the hearts of plain folks by identi- 
fication with them, slyly mixing course humor with sancti- 
monious Bible quoting, and is an ebullient entertainer. Per- 
sonally he is shrewd, mean, arrogant, ruthless and inde- 
pendent as a hog on ice. 

There naturally will be speculation as to what real-life 
character Lonesome Rhodes is meant to portray. Of course it 
couldn’t be Arthur Godfrey, because, as played by Griffith, 
Lonesome has much more talent than Arthur ever had. 
Actually, it seems to me, Lonesome is a sort of composite. 
His folksy rustic humor and ‘stories about his relatives are 
reminiscent of the late Bob Burns, the “Arkansas Traveler” 
of his day, a sobriquet, incidentally, that Lonesome adopts. 
Lonesome’s coaching of a United States Senator to try to 
make him a television personality calls to mind Robert 
Montgomery, and his homespun philosophy suggests that 
of Will Rogers. 

From the time that Patricia Neal, as a small-town radio 
reporter, goes to a small Arkansas town jail to record a 
Program and there discovers Lonesome, an overnight pris- 
oner for drunkeness, each scene is etched sharply, done with 
coruscating vividness and realism, and with unusual frank- 
ness in some sex episodes.

As in all Kazan pictures, the acting is of high caliber. 
Miss Neal is the girl who rises with Lonesome as his pro- 
ducer, falls in love with him, and is finally corrupted by 
him, Anthony Franciosa, another newcomer having a quick 
rise to stardom, is his opportunistic manager. Walter 
Matthau is a writer constantly at odds with Lonesome, and 
Lee Remick, a new actress with a fresh and pretty face, 
plays the shallow wife whom Lonesome picks out of a high- 
school drum-majorette contest. 


Inter-racial Love 


Miscegenation, a subject which Hollywood used to shun 
like the plague, and which was banned by the Production 
Code until revised, runs rampant in Darryl F. Zanuck’s 
production of Alec Waugh’s novel, “ISLAND IN THE SUN,” 
showing at the ST. LOUIS. It is about 
a fictitious West Indies island governed by 
the British, with an English aristocracy and 
Negro labor, and wades right into the 
touchy subject. 

Dorothy Dandridge, as a Negro stenog- 
rapher, marries the governor’s white aide, 
played by John Justin, and goes with him 
to England to live. Joan Fontaine, as a frivolous society 
girl, wants to marry Harry Belafonte, the powerful head of 
the Negro trade unions, but he turns her down as such a 
marriage would loosen his hold on his people. James 
Mason, as an arrogant and prejudiced scion of one of the 
island’s oldest and most aristocratic families learns through 
a newspaper article that he himself has one-sixteenth Negro 
blood. Running for the legislature, he tries to identify 
himself with the Negroes in an appeal for their vote, but 
they boo and humiliate him. His sister (Joan Collins) is 
in love with the governor’s son (Stephen Boyd), and preg- 
nant by him, but doesn’t want to marry him because of 
what she thinks is a racial barrier until her mother makes 
a startling confession to her. 


Director Robert Rossen, using Alfred Hays’s screen- 
play, has made this into a strong, absorbing movie, some- 
times beautifully filmed in DeLuxe color and CinemaScope 
on the island of Grenada in the West Indies, with much 
vivid local color. Considering the diffuse sub-plots he has 
to deal with—there is also a strangling by Mason and a 
cat-and-mouse game which the police inspector plays with 
him—Rossen has wrapped it up very concisely and neatly. 
Perhaps a little too neatly in its easy victories in two cases 
for love over prejudice. Belafonte sings the title song, a 
lilting tune, and a work song.

HE first lady of

“And we are having a won- 
derful time everywhere,” says 
red-haired Mrs. Brigitte Adel- 
heid Gerstenmaier. 

Because Chancellor Adenauer 
is not married, Mrs. Gersten- 
maier, wife of Dr. Eugene (‘in 
German pronounced Oy-gun) 
Gerstenmaier, president of the 
Bundestag, is the first lady of 
Germany. With her is Mrs. 
Marianne Hamm, East German 
refugee, both of them partici- 
pants in the foreign leaders 
program of the International 
Educational Exchange Service 
of the United States State De- 
partment, While in St. Louis, 
they stayed with Dr. and Mrs. 
Lawrence Meyer of the Missouri 
Synod Lutheran Church, were 
guests at a tea at Concordia 
Seminary, visited the Red Cross, 
the Social Planning Council, 
and Washington University. 

Their tour has taken them 
from New York and Washing- 
ton to Athens, O., to the Grand 
Canyon, Phoenix, San Francis- 
co, Carmel, and back here by 
way of Salt Lake City. Scenic- 
ally, Mrs. Gerstenmaier was 


most impressed by Carmel; Mrs, 


Hamm by the Grand Canyon. 
But since both are housewives 
and mothers, they have been 
impressed by much more than 
scenery. 

“In Athens we visited in 
many homes,” says Mrs. Hamm. 
“One professor of music had a 
very modern home built on 
three levels, and with no doors 
inside the house.” 

“And we were so impressed 
by the schools,” says Mrs. Ger- 
stenmaier, “especially by the 
way you fit yourself to the situ- 
ation of working fathers and 
mothers by serving hot lunches 
in the school. It is a problem 
in our country, too, Many chil- 
dren come home at noon and 
no one is there. They must let 
themselves in with a key and 
perhaps their mother has left 
some brotchen—bread—in the 
kitchen. We call them the 
‘schluessel kinder’—the ‘key 
children.” The warm meal at 
school is much better.” 


Mrs, Gerstenmaier has three 
children, York, Albrecht and 
Cornelia, ranging in age from 7 
to 14; Mrs. Hamm's three, Hans 
Heinrich, Anna Lis& and Her- 
bert, range in age from 35 down 
to 12. Both families had their 
share of wartime drama and 
sadness, though the two women 
dismiss it as “not very interest- 
ing to anyone else.”

R. GERTSTENMAIER was a 

member of the resistance 

against the Nazis and a par- 
ticipant in the famous 1944 
“putsch.” She remembers the 
meetings, the preparations for 
the revolt, in which wives and 
families shared. While many of 
the plotters were killed, Ger- 
stenmaier was sent to prison 
in Berlin. 

One day as he sat in his cell, 
hands chained at the wrists, a 
tremendous explosion rocked 
the building and everything 
went black. He was sure that 
“all was over” but iater 
learned that a bomb had hit the 
area next to him and blown up

so much dirt that the air was 
black for hours. 

He spent the latter days of 
the war in a penitentiary at 
Bayreuth and was freed at the 
end of the war by American 
troops. 


“Meanwhile I did not know 
whether he lived or not,” Mrs. 
Gerstenmaier recalls. “I stayed 
in Berlin a while but then our 
apartment was bombed so I took 
my baby daughter and went to 
the country. Then the Rus- 
sians came so we went to South- 
ern Germany and there we were 
reunited after the war.” 


Mrs. Hamm, who is from Sax- 
ony, is a descendant of the 
Huguenots on her mother’s side 
of the family, and spent the 
early years of her life in a 1000- 
year-old castle. Then she mar- 
ried Sahrer von Sahr, member 
of a noble family which had 
come from Bohemia in the six- 
teenth century, and moved to 
“the new house,” a mere 200 
years old.

Toys should be suited to the occasion of their use. A 
child in the hospital will find comfort in a toy provided 
it is easy to handle in bed.
